David acknowled- 
ged the Imag- of God by holy Un&ion in the worlt of Kings, 
Sail, inſoruuch, though he were his irreconcileable Adverſary, 
he would not even firetch forth his hand againſt him; he had not 
the new way to expound Scriptures unto his own diſtorting 
paſſions, though that courſe was preſſed upon him with the ad- 
vantage of a Crown, he checks the wrelied and carnall Appli- 
cation, The Lord forbid that 1 ſhould doe this thing : yea, when 
the ſon of a ſtranger, an Amalehite (who might perhaps plead ig- 
norance of the ſacred relations by'Un&ion) although Sau! had 
already received his deaths wound ; beſide that it might be coun= 
ted a kinde of reſcue to ſave him from being taken priſoner, and 
that he might ſeem alſo to have merited by preſerving the Re- 
zalia, the Crown, and royal Habiliaments from the Enemy, 
and preſenting.them unto the lawfull Succeſſour David, yet he 
is ſo awed with the facred regards conveyed unto King Sau! by 
Un&ion, that he puniſheth him with death for ſhortning Sanls 
life, as for the breach of a known and naturall right. How wa#f 
thou not afraid to ſtretch forth thine hand againſt the Lords Anoin- 
ted ? David honoured Saul for bis boly Union living, and reven- 
ged bim being dead, A King in his Kingdome is ſolo Deo minor, 
inferiour unto God only, ſaies Tertwlian, and then farely above 
his people : Deo ſubditus, ſubje& to God onely, ſaies S. Ambroſe 
unto Valentinian, Princeps legibus ſolutus eſt, that the King is free 
from the power of the Law (is a Maxime as old as Chriltianity) 
that is, from the penalties of it ; Laws have only a dire&ive, 
no coercive power over him ; though not as a moral man, yet 
in his politique conſideration he is above the Law. Divino ſunt 
Judicio reſervandi Regis , Kings ftand or fall unto their own 
Maſter, God : Satis eff ad panam, quod Deum habvant ultorem, it is 
ſufficient that God will puniſh their Crimes; He is the only 
Judge, not the Peoplez; unto, whom our Appeal lies againſt the 
injuries of their proceedings.; in ſuch cafes our proper Addrefſe 
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15 unto GoJs T ribiunill: If Acbictrary Government , Oppreſſ1- 
on , Miurder , Saciiledge, Demonaick potietiton , Witchcratr,

give luihcient warranty unto his puniihment by his SubjeGts, and 
were the people compc:tent Judges, the peoples hate of .Saul, 
and Davids merit from them, and ſufferings from Saul might 
p:ovably lead him to propound the people an high Court of 
fultice, but informed by a better Spirit then that which aCtuatcs 
theſe times, he puts up his charge againſt Sax! ( even when his 
lite was in his power) unto God (unto whom the Judgement of 
Kings bclongs_) in theſe words, The Lord judge between thee , ani 
me, and toe Lird auerge me of thee, but mine hand ſhall nt be upon 
thee 3 yea, afterwards upon Sauls continuance of his mortal] 
hatred and bloudy perſecution of David and his Followers, and 
that Abiſha; preached unto David the molerne dodtrine, the 
aiviie and infallible equity of outward Succeſſes , that God bad deli- 
vered King, Saul imto his bands, and offered himſelf a ready Execu- 
tioner of the fat, David countermands his ative and interreſſed 
malice, (cloaked with the uſuall pretences of Religion and Li- 
berty) Deſtroy him not, for who can ſtretch forth his band againſt 
the Lords Anointed and be guiltleſſe ? but he refers for Remedy 
unto the proper Court of Juſtice againſt King, the Lord ſpall 
jmite him, cr his day ſhall come to die, or he (ba! deſcend in Battell 
and periſh; the Lord forbid that T ſhould ſtretch forth mine hand 
crainſt the Lords Anointed, Saul had not Innocency, and yet he bad 
Sandity, not of life, but of the Union, which even in wicked men is 
holy faith Saint Auguſtine, The firſt and beſt Chriſtians conti- 
nued this praCtice towards their moſt refraftory and imperious 
Emperours; when Valextinian the younger diſpoſleſſed the Or- 
thodox of their Church in Mifaine, and gave them unto the 
Arians; Saint Ambroſe the Biſhop, onely offered up his Sup- 
plications unto God to alter the Emperours purpoſes, Adver- 
jus Arma, Lacryme mee Arma ſunt, againft Armes, tears, are my 
detenlive weapons 3 aliter nec debeo , nec poſſum repugnare, no 0+ 
ther way ought 1, or can I reſiſt, ſaith he: the carriage of the 
(Cicizens of Mil/aine was the ſame, exhibiting their Petition un- 
to the Emperonr, they all cry out, Regamus, non pugnamus, We 
1v4:3bly intreat you oh Emperour , we fight not againſt You. 
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The teſtimony of Plinizs ſecundus, given unto Trojan, that the 
Primitive Chriſtians pradtiſed nothing againſt the received 
Laws,and were ready rather to ſuffer then oppoſe,procured them 
not only a reſpite from their bloudy perſecution, but alſo the 
free exerciſe of their Religion. 

Tears and Praiers unto God, and humble ſupplications unto 
Princes;the ancient Chriſtians held the only powerful means to 


divert their miſcarriages ; chey never denied them any duty of runt is quo 


ſubje&tion. S_ Auguſtine witnefſeth, That this was the behaviour 
of the Chriſtian ſouldiers,ever.under Iulian the Apoſtate,an Ido: 
later. When Maximus entered Italy with a great Army,under pre- 
tence of reſtoring the Octhodox, ejeCted by Valentinian,who pa- 
tronized the Arrians ; he was held by the Orthodox but for a ty- 
rant, and was fo far from receiving aſſiſtance from them , that 
they overthrew him,and eſtabliſhed Yalentinian. 

And as Unfiion is the divine Seal of ſupreme power, Ind-mpni- 
ty, inviolability unto Kings ; fo doth it likewiſe ſaggeſt unto 
them, the duty of the Regal Adminiſtration towards their Sub- 
jets; That as Oyl is of a ſpreading and diffufive quality:ſo in the 
Prince is required impartiality and juſtice equally diſtributive 
unto all. As Oyl likewiſe hath in it a lenitive and bealing vertue : 
So ſhould the Supreme Magiſtrate be an Healer, and binder up of 
the wonnds and ſores of his Subjects. 

Oyl hath in it alſo an eſpecial vertue to comfort and ſtreng- 
then the parts unto which it is applied:So is a King the Miniſter 
of good uhto his Subjects for good : he is to cheriſh vertue,to e- 
ſteem honeſt and commendable Action : in which ſenſe are Kings 
ſtiled by our Saviourg««g)8'Tw, BenefaGors,Luk.22.25.Adde here- 
unto, that Oyl is of a nowriſhing and cheering quality, and taken as 
ſaſtenance, is of cafe and fine diftribution, cauſing a good and 
wholſome nutriment,therfore it is reckoned among the princi- 
pall bleſſings ofa Land ; ſo is the Grace and Countenance of a 
King of a nouriſhing and improving operation ; The Kings fa- 
' our is like the dew upon the graſſe, Prov. 19. 12. In which re- 
| ſpe& Godpromiſeth unto the Chriſtian Church, That Kinzs 
ſbould be nutſing Fathers, and Dueens the nurſing, Mothers thereof, Ifa. 
49-23- . 

Thus we ſee the many facred Impreſſions of Divine Juriſ- 
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diCcton impoſed by God himſelt on Kings through holy UnCti- 
on, Whereby his Dominion over man- kinde, is delegated unto 
Kings, The Lords Anointed; Gcd by his Symbole and outward 
tignj agreeable and connatural unto man,contigning the ordina- 
ry exerciſe of his Government over mankind unto them;ſo that 
the holy Oyl thus employed is no longer bare and common 
Oyl, but z26:94e, the gift of Grace ; which ( however vilified by 
Enthuſiaftiques and Soliftidians ) betoken the Grace of Chriſt 
and Kings; and preſcribes neceflary ſubmiſſion and duty unto 
their Subje&s : Weare not ( what ever phantaſtique men may 
preſume) to ſpirituall in this life, but that we ſtand in need of 
outward repreſentations to carry on our faith and hope unto 
things ſpirituall, the greateſt favours unto lapſed mankinde are 
the Sacraments,where the viible and corporeal Elements are the 
means to convey by faith ſpiritual graces, and the whole bene- 
fit of Chriſts ſufferings unto us : the ſublimated and metaphy- 
{icall Profefſours of our times endeavour too irreverent a cloſe 
with Almighty God ; they will have no King but Chriſt, no Un- 
ion but that of the Spirit, which is not that ſober and peacea- 
ble Spirit that Ieadeth into all truth, but the Spirit of giddineſſe ; 
Elib«'s Spirit, the Spirit of their belly which leadeth into all er- 
rour. Carnal intereſts conftraining them to ſhake off Gods Go- 
vernment in Princes; to eff«& which, the moſt compendious 
way is, to throwall Ceremony which is unto Religion, as the 
{caberd unto the Sword to preſerve it from the ruſt of contempt, 
(as Saint Auguſtine ſpeaks. )- The ſacred regards of Un&ion, 
of King, of Prieſt, of Prophet, of Churches, of Tythes, ſtand 
betwixt them and their ſacrilegious ends, they muſt be remo- 
ved, no rails or bounds muſt be ſet unto them, . they will up into 
the Mount, and run the hazard if not of temporal flames, yet 
certainly (without hearty repentance) of the everlaſting bur- 
ning: Theſe men who will be ſolely ſwaied by the guidance of 
their own ſpirit ( which being as various as the ſeverall tem- 
pers of the Continents it inhabits) will make Religion full of 
uncertainties, meerly imaginary and wholly depending upon 
the doubcfull Inſufficiencies of mens weak Conceptions; ſo that 
w_ the eſſentiall truchs of Religion muſt needs daily decay, 
the ſubſtance thereofbe reduced into the ſmoak of every mans 
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anbounded Fancy ; and the Chriitian Faith wil die by degrees." 
But Union puts Gods Dominion into the Kings hands, that 
muſt not be reliſted ; for it is the reſiſting of God himſelf : It 
is the very language of the Holy Ghoſt unto the ten revolted | 
Tribes, that they reſiſted the Kingdom of Gol in the bands of the Sons 2 Chro. 13.8 
of David : And Tofepbus aſſigns ti:is the cauſe of the ſubverſion of Antiq4.9.c 14 
them (no memory of them being left) The ſedition ( faith he) 
that they moved againſt Rehoboam , eſtabliſhing bis ſrvant for their 
King , was the original of their miſchief: Ammon was 2 wicked and | 
idolatrous Prince , yet God puniſhed the Treaſon of his ſer= 2 King:21-23 
vants againſt him, becauſe he was Gods Anointed: Many ſacred 24| 
regards are by Union conveyed from God unto Princes:Great 
cauſe then had che Prophet and people of Tud:b to lament the 
death of their good King To/t.ih; The Anoynted of the Lord, that he 
was fallen into their pits. 

3- Of whom we ſaid, under the ſhadow of bis wings we ſball lite a- 
mong the Heathen: King Toftab his Regall Prerogatives , and per- 
ſonall virtues, were a protection to his people; he was the 
fountain of their liberty and ſafety : The happineſſe of Subjefts 
depends upon the wel-being of their Kings,and the preſervation 
of the Regal dignity is a ſure pledge of Gods goodneſle, and the 
continuance of his favour unto a poopee 3 for this cauſe is ic that 
when the Apoſtle had exhorted, that praiers ſhould be made for 
all men, 1 Tim. 2.1. as though this precept were topo univerſall, 
he reduceth it, v. 2, unto Kings,and adds the reaſon,that ye may 
leade a quiet and peaceable life; and for the ſame cauſe did the 
Prophet command the Iſraelites to pray for the King of Babylon, Jer. 29. 
Nebuchadnezzar : This conitderation alſo made David's Subjes 
prize his lite at ſo high arate ; is not now thy life worth ten 5,5. 18.3. 
thouſand of ours? The King is the Head of the people, there is a 1 Sam-15. 17. 
ſacred and near relation betwixt them ; a diſeaſe or pain in the 
Head cauſeth a diſcralie in the whole body, an indifpolicion 
throughout all the members: So the calamity and ſufferings of 
the King afflicteth every conſcientious man in his Kingdom;this 
honeſt zeal and pious ſympathy between the Head and the Mcm- 
bers,the King and the people, mide our Prophet and the men of 
Iudab fo paſſionately bewail the lofſe of their good King Toftab : 
they promiſed unto themſelves a laſting ſecurity in this life, OF 
f C 2 . whom 
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whom we ſaid, under the ſhadow of his wings we ſhall live a- 
mong the Heathen, God's grant of Regal prerogatives unto Ioji- 
ab attorded not only prote&ion ( as the Hen gathereth her 
chickens under her wings 3 Our Saviours alluſion) to defend 
them from the Birds of prey, but a ſtrength alſo, and vigorous 
warmth to make them grow up unto an ability to guard them- 
ſelve-,% dwel with ſafety among the Heathen, the known Ene- 
mies of their Nation & profefiion: When then this Royall Oak 
v/a- cut down,and they deprived of the thriving benehts of its 
ſhelter,their forrows muſt necils principally ſpring up from the 
{enle of fo great and irrepairable a lol: , and the tear of thoſe 
{tc ms which now threatned to overturn their felicity : But 
the depth of this forrow was not to be fathomed , when they 
found the bottomlefle Abyſſe of their own ſins, the head 
th reof; thatnotwithſtanding the great priviledges of Toſtal)s 
Regall dignity and picty, that the herceneſſe of Gods greater 
wrath was fo kindled againſt Tudab, that the Lord faid, I wil re- 
move Ida out of my light, as I have removed Tſracl. And ther- 
fore that his fury without obſtruction or let , might be poured 
out upon them, God ſuffers the breath of their Nofſtrils, the A- 
nointed of the Lord, of whom they ſaid, under the ſhadow of 
his wings they fhould live among the Heathen.Good King Ioſtab, 
the lite of their Religion, Law ; he who was empowred by God 
with the Supreme Authority, had a divine grant of humane In- 
dempnity and inviolability,their righteous Juſticer,their Phyſi» 
tian, their nurling Father, their ProtcCtour,and the great Con- 
ſervatour of their Liberty and ſafety, to fall into their pits, to 
dic by the hands of his Adverſaries:being the ſecond confiderati- 
on in the Text. 

2. The breath of our Noſtrils, &c. was tahen in their pits, Here is 
the nulling of Gods letters patents,and the grant of Regal pre- 
rogative, and beneficiall priviledge made unto King Foftab , by 
a violent death. God for the puniſhgient of the people of Tu- 
dai”siins, takes away their pious Prince by che power of his E- 
nemies: The torce of the relation betwixt the Head and the 
Members, the King and the People, is the true reaſon why God 
puniſherth the beit of Kings with temporall judgements, for the 
offences of his Subjects (as here in Joſiah) The anger of the Lord 
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was moved againſt Iſrael , and be moved David to number the people, 
2 Sam. 24.1. The Divine Juſtice vindicated that fm of the 
King upon the people; for whoſe tranſgreiſions he was ſuffered 
to lin : Divinely holy Gregory , Secundum meritum plebium diſþo- 
nuntur Corda Reforum 3 According unto the deſerts of the Peo- 
ple , the hearts of the Governour are diſpoſed ; thejult Judge 

uniſhed the default of the otfender,upon them who had cauſed 
flim to offend. What an impious abſurdity is it to fly in the face 
of our Prince tor thole errours , which receive their birth and 


ſtrength from our own native corruptions!J/e ſhoutd ratier jay (as | 


Tob tels his {upercilious Reprover) why perjecate we him , fince the 
ground of the matter is found in me? Where the Prince is vitious, 


the accuſation properly lies againit the SnbjcCts , whofe tins 


make him ſo: for as the proſperity of the King is the lure earncft 
of Gods favour unto a people (a3 Shea lhews the Ifraclites, 
from the glory of King Sal:mons Court )to is the opprettion and 
miſery even of the wortit of Kings, an Infallible merk of Gods 
anger reſting upon a people as in King Saul : T:ftab's lingle 
detaulc (fighting with Pharoah-Necho without Gods allowance) 
brings the punithment of a violent death upon him for that on- 
ly regiftred errour into which the peoples fins had pulked 
him,their {ins were now ripe tor puniſhment by his one offence, 
for whoſe puniſhment, he was ſuffered even then to offend, that 
ſo their judgements might commence from his death , whoſe 
guilt permitted not unto him a longer lite, He fel z:to their pits; 
(a ſpecch raken from Hunters, who way-lay thoſe Beaſts they 
chalſc, ſetting ſnares and toyls for them in thoſe paths and pla- 
ces they run unto for refuge) that they might know, that lince 
God had deveſted Tsfrab their facred Head, of all Regall prero- 
gatives, and let him fall by thc praCtiſes and power of his cruel 
Foes, they could no longer urge a reſpite from the execution of 
thoſe judgements given againſt their former rranſgreſitons , but 
acknowledge and bewail this ſad and evil occurrent (the vio- 
lent death of their good King) the fatall conſequence of their 
own fins, for which there was now a receſſion of God {in 
his Government by Toftab_)trom them, and an abandoning them 
up into tie hands of Strangers and Uſurpers, from whom they 
could not but expe all the weariſom traverſes of tyrannie , the 
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heavy weight ofa continued oppreſſion, and all thoſe not to be 
reckoned unhappy inconveniences which attend upon a Go- 
vernm:nt begun by conqueſt, ſupported by force,and maintained 
and aftnated by the law of the Sword: ſo that even this violent 
death appears an abſolute affurance of Gods mercy and good- 
nefſ- 1nto King 7oſiab,to take him ont of this life,that he might 
no: tehold thofe wotul and thronging mileries which were rea» 
dy to ruſh in upon, and beat down the prefent (for his ſake 
only) happy condition of His Subjects, which would have pro- 
cured unto him more anxiety, then the conſideration of under- 
going ten thouſand violent deaths 3; a good Prince having (© 
ttrong a'ympathy with his Subje&ts ſufferings , that he feels e- 
very pric« ing pang and painful rouch of their troubles,in which 
reſpe& this violent death was an incomparable favour unto him, 
and (which at firſt fight procures our wonder) proves his grea- 
teſt temporall bleſſmg, and rhe gracious reward of his eminent 
piety 3 and ſo much the Holy Ghoſt tels us , Becauſe thine heart 
was tender , and thou did bumble thy ſelf before God, when thou hear- 


deſt bis words againſt this place , and againſt the Inhabitants thereof, 


and humbledſt thy ſelf before me, and didſt rent thy cloaths, and weep be- 
fore me , I have even heard thee alſo, ſaith the Lord ; Brhold, I 
will cather thee to thy Fathers , and thou ſhalt be gathered unto thy 
Fathers in peace, neither ſhall thine eies ſee all the evil that I will bring 
upon this place, and upon the Inhabitants of the ſame : So that as the 
Prophet Iſaiab ſpeaks, we may lay it to our beart, that the righteous is 
tahen away from the evil to come : Hezekiab's piety likewiſe found 
this divine favour a reſpite from the ſight of thoſe judgements, 
his peoples lins had contrated, that there ſhould be peace and 
truth in his daies 3 and he thankfully and humbly acknowledgeth 
the greatnefle of that mercy. 

Thele ſad con{1derations quickly pul up all the fluces of ſor- 
row, and let in flouds of tears to overwhelm them , they la- 
ment and mourn with a great and grievous mourning ; All Ty- 
dah .and Teruſalem mourned for Tofiah ; a mourning wherein the 
whole Kingdom wore the bJacks of ſorrow ; a mourning re- 
nowned for the univerſal and ſad ſolemnity therof,a mourning 
made the higheſt prelcription of mourning, the utmoſt bounds 
and confines of forrow, 4s the mourning of Hadadrimmon in the 


valley 
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valley of Megiddo , where every family of the whole Kingdom di- 
ſtinguiſht themſelves by the variety and (olitarinefle of their ſor- 
row, every family mourning apart, the Princes ot the bloud apart, 
the Prieſt apart, the People by their ſeverall Families apart,and 
all their Wives apart, every part of every Family having a ſeve- 
rall ſhare in this general ſorrow? anda particular part in this 
common ſadnefſe and lamentation for Fofrab : The Prieft and 
Prophet Jeremiah he is the chief mourner, compoſeth Joftab's fu- 
neral Elegies(this Book of the Lamentations )gives them unto the 
Skilfull Quire to chaunt forth, be begins the firſt ſad note, the 
Singing-men and Singing-women conlort with him in the 
dolefull'plaints, and all Tudab and Jeruſalem make up the ſad Cho- 
145 in this general ſorrow. 

Juſt caule had every man in 12d and Teruſalem to mourn for 
Zoſtab's death,ſince every mans finne had made way by a ſeverall 
wound to take away Foftab's life, and ſo muſt needs bear a ſhare in 
the crying guilt of his bloud,which nothing buc a floud of peni=- 
tent tears could waſh away 3 This makes every mans particular 
ſorrow, as ſeveral lines,meet in the center of the Text,the com- 
mon cauſe of their teeming grief; The breatb of our noſtrils, the A= 
nointed of the Lord was taken in their pits,of whom we ſaid,Under bis ſha= 
dow we ſhall live among the Heathen. 

From theſe ſacred truths naturally flow theſe divinely infor- 

ming concluſions. 

That a good Prince is the life of Religion, Law, and civil Converſa= 
tzon, 

That Kings by holy Union as by Gods viſible deed and conveyance, 
are inveſted with the Supreme Autbority, inviolability and indempnity; 
and therefore to think reverently of them, conſecrated with [s many myſte= 
riows regards and relations, the charafters of Gods ſupreme juriſdiffion 0 
ver man. 

That Unfion ſuggeſts unts Kings that duty they ſtand.obliged in unto 
their Subjeds in the impartiall diſtribution of juſtice to heal them,to comfort 
them, to nouri(h them. 

That a good King is deſigned by God a Protector of bis Subjeds, and the 
Conſervator of their liberty, ſafety and peace. eh 

That the beſt Ring may be puniſbed with the greateſt temporall puxiſb- 
ment for all the ſins of bis Subjects, ink

That Goeas violent taking away a good King from a People zs an evi- 
d:1.ce of bis Dzavy diſpleaſure, and a certain prognoſtique of the many mis 
ſeries be will bring upon them. 

That a violent death proves a temporall bleſſing unto a King, 
when it takes from him the ſight and ſence of his Subjeis [uffe= 
TIWS. 

Tyat a violent death may juſtly be reputed a departing in peace, 
compared with a continuance of the ſence of troubles and durable cas 
lamity, 

That all men are ſtrifily and deeply engaged unto the moi ſolemn [orrow 
for the calamity of their King,as cauſed by their fins, and uſbering in their 
appreaching miſeries. 

Let. us ſee whether our Kingdoms may not truly calculate 
their griefs by the Epbimerides of Judab's Gree? we have had 
a Britiſh Foſial, whoſe graces and prerogatives fully anſwered 
the proportion and fi2'of their patern : Could Fudab's finnes 
ſnatch away their pious King F OS TA H from them, and doe 
not we conceive that our finnes have hurried our Religious 
King CHARLS from us? Was King Toſrat”'s death the in- 
let of Tudab's miſeries ? And doe not we ſuppoſe that King Charls 
his life may be the period of our temporall happineſle, and his 
death the firſt at of that tragicall woe, which. is to. be preſented 
upon the Theatre of this . Kingdome, likely to: contintie longer 
then the now living Spetatours? We have had as great an ebbe 
of felicity in the loſſe of our King Charls, a$Tadab had in her To 
fials ; Should not the tide then of our ſorrows run' as high as 
theirs? Surely the parallel conſiderations of the vertues and pre- 
rogatives of both theſe pious Kings, . of the cauſes of their cala- 
mities, arid the ſad coriffbnlence attending them, will command 
an equality of ours. with Tudab's ſorrow ; we will a little invert 
the m?th6d: Bepiti with King Charls his divitie Regal prerogatives, 
next ſhew his perſonal 'vertues and graces, then his ſufferings, 
pointattheir cazſes, and conclude with our own conſtrained 
{OTTg35. Tees | 
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England in her beſt, and loudeſt language, the Law, hath large- 
ly declared the ſacred Suveraivny of her Kings, ſpoke them Golds 
Vicars, aſſigned unto them the fulnes of Regall power, laid forth 
theicjuriididtion by as large bounds as the Scripture doth King 
Foſtabs, or any other Kings of Tſracl or Fudabs : Are not t!::(e 
legal, regittred and publike acknowledzements, That ever- :*:.n 
z under the King,” and He under God only : That He is not Infect iour un- 
to His Subjefs, even colleively coniidder:d. That He is a mixt Per- 
ſon, and capable of Spirituall Furiſdition through holy Un#ion. That He 
z; tbe fountain of Honour, bat) the ſole Power to rardon, and puniſh Ofen= 
ers; TolevyIWarre, to make Peace, 10 conſtitute Officers. That be can 
dg no wrong. Doe not theſe expreſſions amount anto, The breath 
of our Noſtrils, the Anointed of the Lord, &c? And thele are the Re- 
gall peculiars of the Kings of Exgland inſeparably annexed unto their 
Crown and Dignity , which he that runneth may reade, being 
written in thoſe large and known charatters of the Law : Certain- 
ly theſe ſignificant delintations of the ſacred and regall power 
of the Kings of England were copied out of the holy Scriptures, 
which thoſe that now wreſt them (and make that fair face of the 
holy Ghoſt a viſard alterable unto their perſonated piety and hypo=- 
criticall practice) ſeeing, will not ſee. Doubtleſſe the Crown of 
England was held from the Lord paramonnt of Dominion, Got, 
by as free, Noble and Regall a Tenure, as any under Heaven ; 
And from him by a lineall and ungueltionable right of ſucceſli- 
on, had King Clar!s che invelture thereof, and grant of all 
theſe royall acknowledged prerogatives, untill ( without any 
divine or humane warrant) He was violently difleized of them, 
and taken in their pits ; Theſe were his (acced and regall prero- 
gAatIves. 

Let us now look into that pacious field of Hy perſonal virtues, 
a fragrant tract, having the ſweet (mel of a fie!s wich the Lord hath 
bleſſed;and fince time will not permit the pernial of every plea- 
ſant walk of grace, and the delivhtfull \mvits of His victues, 
let us as Mo'ts from Mount Nevo, take a general ano d ant (ur- 
vey of this circuit flowing with milk ard honey, King Charis his cele- 
Rial gifts and graces. 

A Jove prir.cipium . | 
His religious piety renders it oo in His great love, 
fear, 
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and the zealous care he had (as it was conliſtent. with Charity) 
to propagate the true worſhip of God, the Proteſtant Religion; 
this in the purity thereof, he eſtabliſhed by his Laws , enlarged 
with his Regal Authority,cleanſed from that ruſt ic had contra- 
red, through the Atheiſm and ignorance of the times , by the 
contemptiblenefle of the outward worſhip, adorned with Decen- 
cy and Order, in the publique ſervice, and with coſt upon the pla- 
ees dedicate unto that ſervice 3 but chiefly he beautified it with 
the glorions example of his holy lite, and encouragement of the 
Officers thereof, whom he rewarded with the rewards of honour, 
and maintenance. His Royal Palace (as Theodeſeus juniors) was 
a conitant receipt for learned and pious Prelats,whom he enter- 


tained and cheriſhed as the Servants of the great God,and Diſpen» 


fers of the myſteries and means of grace; which, as it was an eſpeci- 
all and intallible mark of the ſincerity of his humble piety, lo, 
through the ſupercilious irreligion of the times,did that(which 
ſhould have moſt endeared him unto Chriſtians) draw negle&t 
and contempt upon him,from them (and thoſe Great ones too) 


who love nothing of Chriſtianity but the naked name: He knew 


that Church- maintenance was the beſt Nurſe of Religion, and 
therfore no weight of difficulties could fo prefſe upon him, to a- 
lien Gods portion, the Patrimeny of the Church; to preſerve which 
from the ſacrilegious invaſion of the firlt movers of theſe trou- 
bles (who thought the beſt way to ſhake off Government was to 
deſtroy Religion,and the moſt effeCtuall and quick courſe to de- 
troy Religion,to take away Church-maintenance) He tendred 
the ſale of ſo much Crown-land,as would amount unto the ya- 
lue of the Church-land. 

That great and ftrift care he took to keep the Throne and 
Kingdom of God in his Soul (his Conſcience) inviolable,ſhews 
that although he made his abode among men, yet his Converſla- 


tion was in Heaven : The continuall acknowledged remorſe he 


was ſcized with,for conſenting( againſt the diftate of his conſci+ 
ence)unto the Earl of Strafferds death,ſpeaks him another David, 


and 
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and a Man after Geds owne heart, ſuch were the tender imprefli- 
ons that 'Atever left in him, as David when be cut off tbe skirts 
of Sauls garment , bis beart ſmote bim, and indeed His Majeſty 
found that fate which the Rabbines aſfſigne unto Davids fat, 
that he found no heat in his cloathes afterwards ; So His Ma- 
jeſty found not that comforting warmth in the adviſes of o- 
thers, which he did in the ſolid Councels of that ever to be ho- 
nored Earl, How many invincible Arguments have we of his 
Majeſties fingular ſan&imony ? how in that his great Tryall of 
afflitions, did the abundance of His joy, the riches of His graces, and 
the abſolute and compleat contentation of piety ſhine forth in 
all His Speeches and Afions ? as that firlt great Patron of Chri- 
ſiianity, Conſtantine the Great, would have his Effigies kneeling 
engraven on bis Coyne, with bis hands ſpread, and bis eyes advanced 
towards Heaven, the poſture of an humble ſupplicant at the Throne 
of Grace; ſo did our late moſt religious K ING delire, that un- 
to that His Golden Manuall might be prefixed His Repreſentation, 
kneeling , contemning a Temporall, holding our bleſſed Saviours 
Crowne of Thernes , and aſpiring unto an Eternall Crowne of happi- 
neſſe ; which clears unto us, that his large Soule was not pol- 
ſeſſed with narrow and temporall confederations, but with the 
regards of laſting and eternall intereſts ; ſo that of all the Chri- 
ftian Kings of this Iſle, he may be politively ſaid the moſt Chri- 
ſtian. 

From his piety let us pafſe over unto His prudence, which al- 
though it be fairly meaſured out unto us in His great piety, (the 
practice whereof is the ſupreme prudence, and beſt evidence of 
a good underſtanding ) yet morally conlidered, as it is an habit 
atting in humane affaires by the ordered rules of reaſon, we ſhall tind 
his Majeſty nobly accompliſhed with thi vertae, furniſhed with 
a ſtrong memory of things paſt, with a found judgement in 
their reference and relation unto this preſent, with a'clear 
and quick apprehenſion to diſcern the operations and tenden- 
cies of occarrents, and with a {ingular providence and wile diſ- 

olition of things fit to attaine unto his ends, which were ever 
Low and worthy of ſo great a Prince ; whoever judged 
a Chriſtian ſemplicity , the b2ſt policy : With the graveſt Nation of 
Europe, the Spaniard, he gained in his younger years the repu- 
D 2 tation 
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ration of a (ater, grave, wiſe Pri ce; which will fully appear if 
we look upon Him in His particular relations, His Majeſty was 
a moſt kind husband, religiouſly obſervant of the boly ties of Wed- 
loch, a tender and indulycnt Father unto His Children, unto 
whom he paid th: due of Paternah care in their religious and 
royal education : His kingly bounty unto His Servants ſhew 
Him a liberal and good Malter, and His good aftetion unto his 
People ( whoſe welfare he ever prized above his own; and 
unto the laſt minute was much more afflicted from the ſenſe of 
theirs then his own ſufferings) thew him a moſt gracious Sove» 
raisn. And however he was by thoſe who long lince took a- 
way his civil Life, and deſtroyed his royal reputation with his 
SubjcC&ts (to [et up themſelves and drive on their own ends) re- 
preſented a Frince of mean and contemptible endowments, and 
1nlit for Government 3 the whole world now ſees their grofle 
falſhood, and their Confeſſions give the lie unto their loud and 
lewd calamiries ; for lince his ſolitary and cloſe Conftinement, 
when he could have no Counſel but what he fetched from hea- 
ven, all rational and unprejudiced men fee, his ſober, wiſe, 
ſarisfatory, and reſolute Anſwers,unto ail their arrogant, dul, 
deſtrufive, diſſolute Propoittions ; ſo that it is a poſitive, and 
meaſur'd judgment (made from che whole carriage of his tran- 
Aftions with the Parliament) that he was incomparably the 
wiſeſt Prince in Chriſtendome, and better underſtood the Con« 
ſiitution and affairs of his Kingdomes than any man now li- 
ving: Neither may we here (as the conſtant Attendant, and 
ſworne ſervant unto his princely prudence ) but with wonder 
refle& upon his Kingly Eloquence, his flowing and ( as Tacitus 
ſpeaks of Auguſtys) King-becoming ſtile, ſweet, pure, accurate, 
perſpicuous, grave, full of copious facility, and elegant felici« 
ty without ſtrained affetation, or ſervile and forced imitation; 
{o that had he not ſome natural difficulties in pronunciation,he 
would have been approved the belt Oratour, and perfe&t Maſter 
of Language ( as he was of Reaſon) that ever Britain yet- bred z 
but who ever with more judgement bethought thoſe things that 
were to be ſpoken?) or who ever fitted his Conſult thoughts 
with a more handſome and clean apparel of ſpeech, and ma- 


turity of weighed words? This Age ſhews not a man able = 
take 
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take up his Princely pen, his ſtile may wel be the obje& of mens 
witles,never of their imitation. : 

T tis his Princely prudence receives likewiſe further illuſftra- 
tions from his jufice,in the tree and equal adminiſtration there- 
of unto all, ſome ſurreptions and corruptions in particular OE 
ficers of State, as they are not to be defended, ſo (whilt men 
are men) they will hardly be avoided : but the ſweet influence 
of His Maj: ſties juſtice upon all appears, in the Peace of his King- 
doms, the lerenity of his People, the tranquility of publike 
affairs, the encreaſe of Trade, the growing riches of his Sub- 
jets, and the univerſal happinefſe of his Governm.nt ; theſe 
tree Kingdoms being thrice happy untill the helme of Go- 
vernment was wreſted out of his ſacred hands ; and now we ſee 
fince theſe State-empericks have praiſed upon the body poli- 
tick,with what ſtrong convulliions and mortal maladies it is af- 
fected: The moſt experienced Phylician under Heaven,and he on- 
ly who could have cured England from the diſeaſes of her diſtem+ 
per,without opening her veins,is taken away from her ; ſhe lies 
now in the hands of young and deſperate Praftitioners,it is to be 
feared, unlefſe God prevent their violent adminiſtrations and 
corroſive notions,with Antidotes of mercy, in ſtead of mending 
her,they will end her health,life and liberty. 

Look upon his true Chriſtian fortitude,in the magnanimity of 
his carrying on with conſtancy of Reſo/ation his weightieſt Atairs 
even in their greateſt difficultics, in his confidence with Gods af- 
ſiftance to overcome themzin his exceeding patience, in a tolerance 
(free from deſpondency_ in the greateſt moleſtations and pre- 
ſures to compole them ; and in his matchleſſe and Kingly perſe- 
verance,evcn in the furnace of affli&ion,and hotteſt flames of ad- 
verlity (as Gods Cauſe) to maintain them ; he went unto the 
Scaffold, T:nquam Apis ad Alveare, as a Bee unto his hive, with our 
Saviuur,as a Lamb unto the ſlaughter, and chearfully undreſt himſelf 
unto his ſpiricual repoſe. 

Obſerve his great temperance, his exemplary chaſtity ( ſo rare 
a yertue ina Prince of ſo ative and firm a conſtitution) fo far 
free from uncleanneſſe, that it had a refined purity from all la- 
civioulneſſe of either geſture or ſpeech : his abſtinence in his 


feeding gave unto him conſtancy COW Rs z and readineſle _ 
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a&ion, and his ſobriery in drinking(whom the Sun, nor all the 
Sons of men ever ſaw overcome or diſguiſed by ingrugitations 
of ſtrong Liquors ) made him uncomparable by Wine or Wa- 
men. 

His divine clemency even in the heat and cruelty of the blondy 
rage of his Adverſaries, is a contemplation will-raiſe us up unto 
the very top of admiration:whoſle life(after they had butchered 
his deareſt and neareſt Servants) did he take away ? how many 
of his moſt aftive and reſolved Enemies in his power, did he 
diſmiſſe with our Saviours caveat unto the blind man, Sinne no 
more ? His Majeſty in this divine clemency (which yet ſome -in- 
terpreted a cruelty unto Himſelf) imitating the Father of mercies,who 
maketh the Son of bis favour equally to Hine on the juſt and un- 
juſt, being ſo farre from procuring or defiring the death of his 
Enemies, (unto which he wanted no inciting animoſities from 
others) that he often wiſhed that he could recover thoſe that were a= 
ready dead. 

Neither are there wanting egregious Monuments of his King- 
ly munificence and liberality ; the great acquiſitions of his Servants 
under him ſhew it, from many of whom notwithſtanding he 
had the unhappy returnes of ingratitude, defertion, and diſloy- 
alty. 

And as unto his own ſervants he was munificent, ſo eſpeci- 
ally unto thoſe who were ſet apart for the ſervice of God, whom 
(with thoſe religious Kings, Hezekiah, Foftab, and Conſtantine) he 
encouraged by giving the portion of God, and our pious Ance= 
ſtors, unto them, to recover which out of the hands of ſacrile- 
gious perſons, he uſed many pious indeavours, and compoun= 
ded Compenſations which could only have intrenched upon his 
owne profit : when former Grants from the Crowne of Impro- 
priations for years determined, His Majeſty alwayes reſtored 
them unto the Church, conceiving be{: and moſt royall right 
to the Goods of the Church ( which was otherwiſe by the 
Laws of the Realme inveſted of ) to be that of Patronage and 
Diſpoſition ; and from this Princely munificence doe I, with 
all the devotion of an humble and hearty thankfulneſſe ac- 
knowledge to have received a particular encouragement in 
my protellion : The nurſing Father of the Church , knew the beſt 
way 
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way to ſupport that, was by Church maintenance: ſo that by 
bis bounty, the Churches in the three Kingdoms were lifted up 
out of the mire of contemptible poverty, and Clergie-men of 
noted piety and greateſt abilities of learning, daily increaſed;ſo 
that ſetting aſide ſome few, either illiterate, wandring, cock- 
brain'd, diſcontented or unconſcionable Levites, who were in 
the great reſerve of the fſacrilegious and rebellious Tcroboams of 
our time (to ſecure thoſe two Calves of their Government and 
Worthip which they fought for.) no Kingdoms of the World 
were beautified with-ſo many Lights of learning and piety as theſe 
Kingdoms. | 

Obſerve the Divine graces of this glorious King, the unmove- 
able ſtability of his faith, a firm Rock ; which no ſtorms of 
popular rage, or ſwelling ſurges of the.multitude , nor all the 
proud billows of his inſulting Adverſaries , could alter or un- 
ſettle in his pious ive! part to preſerve the Proteftant Religion, 
and the-Laws of this Realm: how great was the intention of his 
ſacred hope? and of what exceeding latitude was his charity, which 
included and encloſed his fiercelt and moſt mortall Enemies ? 
But the lively features,and fair lineaments of his graces and vir- 
tues, are beſt and more largely drawn out by his Own Pencil ; 
His Works praiſe him in the Gate, his Writings preſent unto us the 
heavenly pourtraiQare of his divine, large, and graſping Soul 3 
theſe (what they are wanting in volume, recompencing an hun- 
dred fold in worth)are the Repertory of all his Ations,and the 
trueſt Index of his virtues: that Book is the quinteſſence of kno- 
wing zeal, the ftore-houle of the ripe and choyce fruits of Chri- 
[tian piety;there are the principles of Religion perfedtly digelted 
into holy praQice ; there is the true Princely Image of King 
Charls , that golden Manuall, being a ſtately building of Medita- 
tions, Conſultations, Effaies, Debates and Devotions , raiſed 
uponemergent occaſions, with ſuch judicious artifice of grace, 
adorned with ſo rich furniture of piety,cnlarged with ſo many 
fair-rooms, and convenient receipts for grace, that it ſhews his ' 
Body was the Temple of the Holy Ghoſt, that there was no corner 
or vacuity in his great and glorious Soul. ; 

{ doubt not (without the height of an Hyperbole) to afhcm, 


that in what we haye of this holyKings Daughter, we are abun» ' 
| dantly 
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dantly repaircd in the Tofle of Salomons phyſicks, for here is a 
ſhop full of heavenly medicines for «Il the maladies of the ſoul, 
by io much then is their tin the greater, whoſc malice hath de- 
prived us of thoſe other later pieces of His Majefty, What al- 
ready we have is the greateſt monument of Piety of any Kings (after 
thelrs wnote writings become authentick from God, as bcing 
the Pen 1-11 of 235 own divine diflates) iince the Creation , and 
ſhal ;-ave continual and unwearied travels made unto ic in a! 
Lantuages and Kingdoms, by all Men and Women , who bnew, love, 
and tonour, piety, prudence, and all divine and morall graces and wvir- 
tues, every of which hath its ſeveral atchievement and parrci- 
cular Trophy erected in this one work , which will be as long lived 
as Time. 

I conclude this ſhort and general ſurvey of Hix Majeſties perſon- 

all virtues (worthy of a juſt Volumne, and exceeding the limits of a 
Serman)with that Eulogy and Honour of Praiſe given unto Con- 
ſtantine the Great by Euſebius, He was moſt dear unto God, and propoſed by 
him a great and excellent example of an holy and religious life for all mens 
amitations. 

The memory of bz piety and glorious reputation of his virtues 
be Sam.15 5: ſpa? be for ever precions , and whatever Dogs bark, againſt it, al- 
EH 'p. waies remain a fix?d and ſhining Star cf the greateſt magnitude in 

the firmament of bonour. And thou carnal Prophet who walkeſt 

t by the light of thine own eyes, and calleſt thy darkneſſe light, thou 

| who (as the Jews unto our Saviour ) didſt reach the Vinegar and 
| Ifa. 14.12,19. gall unto Gods Anointed in the Agony of bis ſufferings, offeredſt that 

{ and 20. falſe, furious, and forced application of Scriptures, which thy 
| counſels mult fill up with an interpretation ( as the event 
| ſhews) know thatthere is a lying and ſeducing Spirit in thee, that thou 
| wreſteſt the Scripture unto thine own damnation : thou Sorcerer an 1 
| chick Witch of theſe times, full of al} [ubtilty and all miſchief, thox 
childe of the devil, thou Enemy of all righteouſneſſe , wilt thou not 

ceaſe to pervert the right waies of the Lord. Thy Epicurian and 

ſublunary Divinity cannot admir that a violent death ſhould 

be a {ingular teſtimony of Gods favour, yet here thou ſeeſt ic 

in 7o/ia) 3 wilt thou have al temporal! judgements to be puniſh» 

ments due unto lin? Will not thy triumphant wickedneſle let 

thee know, Taat ſome afflictions are for Tryals , and the 

additions 
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additions of grace and glory unto Gods Children, and therfore the 
chief marks of Gods favour: As in our gracious King Charls, 
who was alſo taken away from the evil to come, in Gods mercy 
unto him ; which thou even thou, unto the ſhame and confulion 
of thy face (although thou halt hardned it) ſbalt ſee in the ap- 
proaching day of Exg/ands calamity,which in a great part is pro: 
cured and haſtned by thy infernal! counſe!; thou needſt not to 
have given that Scripture ſuch a violent ſtretch (o to ſtrein it as 
to make it reach from Aſ/ſyria unto Enyland, or to travail ſo 
far fora reaſon why His Majeſtie ſhould not have a Koyal interment 
with Hi Anceſtors ; the caules were nearer thee, Let me aſlign 
them : 

Firſt, it had been a Condemnation of your felves to have al- 
lowed Him ſolemn and Kingly Funerals, unto whom you gave 
{o unjuſt and cruel a death, that were to build up-what you were re= 
(olved to deſtroy. 

Next,you could not but know,that the neighbourhood of His 
facred earthly remains , muſt needs refricate the (ſcarce 8kin'd 
ſorrows of London 3 when they {ſhould have ſuch a ſtanding and 
ſtill preſent Monument of their former happineſle, in His Maje- 
ſties peaceable Government ; and of their new miſery in your 
Tyrannie, which would ſerve alſo (this being the place ot the 
greateſt confluence) to recrude the grief of the whole Kingdom, 
and probably beget ſuch compunttion and reluttancy in both 
City and Kingdom, as would teftihe it felt, by their attempt to 
caſt you down head-long from your new and wickedly acquired 
Dominion. 

Another reaſon was, leſt the nearneſſe of his Body whom you 
murthered, might too frequently offer unto you the horrour of 
your Guile , and redouble unto you thoſe inward checks and 
laſhings of your Conſciences (which you cannot be without) 
and fo impede and trouble your Counſels. 

The Devil at the Oracle of Apollo of Dapbne, could not give 
his Anſwers unto Julian the Apoſtate , who ſent to conſult him 
about his undertakings againſt the Perſtans , ſo long as the body 
of the Martyr Babylas lay by him ; ſo it is to be preſum:d that 
the ſame Spirit (which the Apoſtle ſaith , powerfully worketh- in the 
Children of Diſobedience,) might be ——_—_ in his cooperation

Sintu'! envie never {ai's io give a malicivus attendance upon 
virtu: ; which by how m <Ch the moreit is illuſtrous, with ſo 
much the greater rcncour doth ſhe dog and perfecute it, and 
theriore mary are the troubles of the righteous ; and no (meer) 
man had ever mcre, then righteous King Charls : Behold and 
{ce, if any ſorrows and ſufferings were like unto His. See one of 
the moſt potent Monarchs of Eurcpe, loved at home , and feared 
abroad, moſt injuriouſly and riftly Impriſoned, debarred from 
the moit dear ſociety of the moſt virtuous and beſt Wife , from 
the converie and ſight of his moſt iweet and hopetall Children, 
from the attendance of his molt faithfull Servants, from Gods 
Houſe, from Gods publique Worſhip, and all Gods Servants , 
forc'd to cohabite with Beaſts, brutiſh, ſavage and wicked Men, 
and theſe to be made the Inſtruments of their cruelty unto Him, 
who were his ſworn Subje&s and Servants,upon whom all civil 
and divine obligations of duty and affetion unto his Majeſtic 
reſted, and that upon pretenſtons of Religion and Libertie , of which 
He was the trueſt and moſt undoubted Defender;to lie under the weight 
and wounds of ſo many ſcandals,reproaches,wants and mileries; 
beſides the moſt grievous ſenſe of the ſufferings of his Kingdoms 
and beſt Sub'ets, to be daily tortured with ſo many iterated, 
unreaſonable Propoſitions, and inſolent Demands, to be racked 
out of his undoubted Royal Rights, ro make ſo many Conceſ- 
ſions, and ſuch great Condeſcentions in his xvpanieſſ unto 
peace, which notwithſtanding his Enemies never meant ; to be 
tormented (if it were poſſible) unto perjury,ſacriledge and Atheiſms 
and to have no other Conditions propounded for the Enjoy- 
ment of his Crowns and Kingdomes , then that which the De- 
vil made unto our Saviour, All theſe will T give thee , if thou wilt 
fall down and worſhip me : To offer his Own (that which never 
was theirs) to deny God , which God gave him to acknow- 
ledge and worſhip him : Theſe muſt needs be ſorrows and ſuf- 
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ferings as beyond expreſſign, ſo above our conception ; moſt 
terrible teits, and trials of all vcriues ; certainly no man had 
ever more, and more {tri examinations ot Goas graces in him, 
all which he fu}ly anſwered with a learned an invincible piety; 
for in all thele who ever heard him murmuce, repine, or ch:rge 
G:d fooliſhly? who cver heard him accuic,raile at, or threaten his 
moſt contirmed Foes ? with cb, 23s eyes flill poured ent tears unto 
Gd, whole juſtice in their greateit iniaitice he acknowledged, 
and although he vindicated his owne Innocency, (baving where 
with to Juſtifie him(elfe before man) trom theirs; yet not before God, 
he cleared the equity of his judgement upon him, for adfiny a- 
gainſt hzs C onicience in the Earl of Strattords death- 

But it was the great and crying guilc of theſe Nations fins 
(Englands principally which made this righteous man fall into the 
pirs of his Advertaries, to ripen Gods judgement upon this Na- 
tion, by that great addition of guilt | the ſhedding of His innocent 
bl:ud who had ſo many charaQers of Gods ſupreame power and 
ſpiritual graces upon him,as mutt needs make this Crime com- 
mitted againſt God, and draw his ſpeedy and unavoidable yen- 
geance upon them for it. 

God uſually puniſheth one finne by ſuffering Sinners to fall 
into others, Ke thoſe cuſtomary finnes accompanied with ſenſ- 
leſnefſe and impenicency, which fils up the meaſure of fin brim-ſull 
for judgement to rake it off : ſo that chis pious Prince «11 in the 
very corruption of Chriliianity, which is of far more maligne 
aſpi&, and hath a more malicious influence of impiety upon the 
ations of men then Atheiſme it ſelf, for then men profefle that 
they know God yet in their works they deny him; uſing the name of 
God and Religion, as Comurers in their Incantations to ger- 
petrate thoſe things are molt contrary unto God, and deſttu- 
Ctive unto Religion: for as the Devil never doth more hurt then 
when he appears i the lireneſſe of ©3! Ancel of light 3 fo are men ne- 
ver {o miſchievous, as when they drive on wicked delignes under 
the ſbew of Godlineſſe, 

Englands tormer tins which cauſed this Gods-*uſt derelition, 
and the abandoning them up unto greater, were their exceeding 
luxury,in turning the grace of God(temporal tavours)into waktonne(ſs, 
the long continuance of their pea-e,the increale of their T1 ade, 
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riches, and plenty, begot in them a generall inſolency and pride, 
ſo that when they waxed fat , like Feſurun, they kicked againſt 
God, in the Authority and regard due unto his principall Oth- 
cers, the Prince, and the Prielt : Hence the people of England 
(in their generality JÞecame ſelf-willed, heady,high-minded,and 
incorrigible, they flandered the footſteps of Gods Anointed, ſmote him 
With the tongue, contended with Gods Prieſts; and uſurped that ſa- 
cred Juri(diftion which God hath delegated unto them, as thoſe 
Confpirators did ( Te tahe too much upon you ye Sons of Levi, ſince 
all the people of the Lord are boly ) under pretence of the Am- 
bition of the Clergy ; and being like El:bu'"s new bottles, ready 
to burſt, with the liquor of flatnous and ſuperficiall knowledge 
inſtilled into them by the giddy preachments, and undigeſted, 
ſwelling, and tedious prayers of their Lefurers, who reduced 
all Religion into lip-worſhip, and canting Scriptures.) Hence 
came it to paſſe that contemning the old paths,the truth of the 
reformation in the Proteſtant Religion, they contended unto bloyd 
to corrupt by their phanatich Alterations , the pure Doctrine and 
Evangelicall diſcipline eſtabliſhed in the Church of England, to effeti 
which with the more eaſe,they adventure upon ſacriledge,to carry 
on that, they muſt pull down Epiſcopacy, (the fence of the Church) 
and here the King, as a nurſing Father interpoling, they render

to burſt, with the liquor of flatuous and ſuperficiall knowledge 
inſtilled into them by the giddy preachments, and undigeſted, 
ſwelling, and tedious prayers of their Ledurers, who reduced 
all Religion into lip-worſhip, and canting Scriptures.) Hence 
came it to paſſe that contemning the old paths,the truth of the 
reformation in the Proteſtant Religion, they contended unto bloyd

Thoſe heavy indgements which the Prophet Teremiah foreſaw 
impending, and after came to patle by King Totals death, arc in 
a great part by King C/arles His death, already come upon us. 
Gods houſe, his beauritu!l houſe # laid waſte, the Heatben bave 
entred into the Sanduary, they have made a n'iſe in the houſe of the Lord 
as in the day of a ſslemn Feaſt : So that they who in the beginning 
pretended God, Relipjon, the Church, | their Cauſe ] have dealc 
with us as the FaCtion among the Jewes, who called them- 
ſelves The Zealows in the Warre with Titus, did ander pretence of de- 
fending Religion, and the Law , poſſeſſe themſelves of the Temple, yet 
were themſelves the firſt who put fire with their own hands ints the holy 

laces. 
/ How hath the avarice and carnall intereſts of the Teachers of 
theſe timescorrupted the purity of our Religion, as Tudavs, ſo 
Englands onely Prophets have ſeen vaine and fooliſh things for her, 
and they have not diſcovered her iniquity, to turne away ber cap= 
tivity, but have ſeen for her falſe burthens and cauſes of baniſhment ; 
they bave ſbed the bloud of the juſt ( King Charls) in the midſt of ber, 
Englands greate# Adverſaries are chief , and her Enemies proſper 3 
Servants due beare rale over w, and there is none to deliver us out of their 
hand. 

Tbey that did feed delicately are deſolate in the ſtreets, they that 
were brought up in ſcarlet embrace dunjbils. Princes are hanged 
by their hands, .and the faces of the Elders are not bozoured. 1Warre, de= 
Jolation, and famine, with their ſad effe&ts, foretold in theſe La- 
mentations, appear in our Horiſon already, like Elijabs little 
Cloud, which will ſhortly overſpread our whole Engliſh firma- 
ment;and all theſe calamities have »nd will fall upon us,becauſe 
the Crowne 25 fa/ne from our Head ; the Brittiſh Tofiab, King Charles, 
15 taken from us, and we have xo Comforter ; and how great and 
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juſt Cauſes of our ſorrows are all theſe Calamities : But let 
this ſorrow have the full advantage in its fall (to add motion 
unto all the turning wheels of our aftiicting gricts)the fal from 
our great happinefle in His Majeſties Gov: rnment : Let London, 
let England, It Scotland, let Ireland, let every of them Kemember 
(as Jeruſglem dici)) in the daies cf ber aflictions and her miſeries , .all the 
pleaſant things that ſhe had in the daies of old. A111 thegpleafanc 
things they had in theblcffed daies of King Charls His blctſed 
Reign , 1he plorv and truth of er Religion, the juſt execution of her 
Laws, her peace, her riches, her plenty, her liberty at home, and her 
protedion and bo ur abroad, Fngland was the perfeion of beauty, and 
tbe joy of the whole earth. The Kings of the eart', and all the inhabitants 
of tbe world would not have believed that the Adverſary and Enemy ſhould 
bave entred into the Gates of (our) Ieruſalem , London ; that Chur- 
ches ſhould be turned into ſtables, Gods Houſes made Courts of 
Guards, and the Royal Palaces made Garriſons, the Tiths (the 
portion of Gods Miniſters) made the Souldiery Salary, that the 
Law ſhould be turned into wormwood , our Religion and Libertte 
meaſured out unto us by the Pikes length, the Deciltons of the 
Sword become the Principles of Faith, and that (which is the 
Cauſe of all this) mechanique Perſons, Tradeſ-men (who will 
certainly mar, never can mend ſo great concernments, they ne=- 
ver before handled, or were acquainted with) the ſole Modera- 
tors of Publique affairs, and the chief Princes and Potentates of 

our Kingdom. 
But now the glory 3 departed from Cour) Iſrael, the Ark of God 
# taken , and how'is England become a Widow? made a prey unto 
cruel people, and skilful to deſtroy , who daily force and pro- 
ſtitute her unto their wicked purpoſes : For theſe things let 
England (and let every true hearted Engliſh-man) ſay, I weep, 
mine eie, mine eie runneth down with water , b:cauſe the Comforter 
(King CHARLS) that ſboulq relieve my ſoul , is far from me. 
The breath of our Noſtrils, the Anointed of the Lord , &c. The 
life of our Religion, of our Laws, of our Liberties, is taken from 
us; the Image of Gods power in ſupreme Authority, Indempnity, 
& Inviolability,is taken from us,our Phyſitian,our nurſing Father, 
our Comforter,our Protefer, is taken from us, atid for our (ins. was 
taken in their pits; {0 that now we want the wings of his prote&ion 
among 
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among theſe Heathen among whom we live z we are now made 
very Slaves unto the worlt of Heathen , a People without God, 
without Faith, without Law, without Rule, withour Reaſon, 
without Humanity,without all theſe, and whoſe unruly will on- 
ly, is anto them all theſe. Theſe calamities are fallen upon us, 
becauſe The breath of our Noſtrils, &c. pious King Charls, is taken 
from us, like Elias, in a fiery Chariot (or as Conſtantine the Great 
after hiMeath was impreſſed on a Coyn, pluck'd up by a divine 
hand) into Heaven, that his eies might not ſee, nor bis righteous ſoul be 
afflified with all that evil which is ceme upon ws, to conſume us ; wo un- 
to us, for we have ſinned. Theſe are but the contrated heads of 
thoſe miſeries, which we ſhall all reade over in the vaſt volumes 
of our approaching woes; and juſtly beſpeaks ſuch ſorrows, as 
might transform us into Niobes, make our heads rivers of ſorrows, 
and our eies fountains for continuall tears. 

The Lord in mercy look upon us, and wipe away theſe tears 
from our cies, and their Cauſes, our fins, from our ſouls ; and 
fince the bloud of the Martyrs is the ſeed of the Church , in mercy unto 
his Church reftore the ſeed of his Martyr King Charls the firſt, 
unto the Government of theſe Kingdoms, that Religion, Peace, 
and Libertie , may be reſtored unto us : I conclude theſe our 
Cas the Prophet doth his) Lamentations , Tarn thou unto ws , O 
Lord, and we ſhall be turned ; renew our daies as of old, if thou haſt not 
utterly rejeed ws : Hear our praicrs, O Lord, for thy Sons ſake, 
unto whom with the Holy Ghoſt, be aſcribed,%&c. 
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
